GERMANY GETS CONTRACT

BONNET PROPOSES 
ALL GOVERNMENTS 
BAR AGGRESSION 


He Says Every Nation 
Could Accept Roosevelt’s 
Idea Without Losing 


Any of Prestige. 


PARIS, April 20 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet urged all 
governments in a plea today to re- 
nounce military aggression as sug- 
gested in President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to Chancellor Hitler and Pre- 
mier Mussolini. 

Addressing the American Club of 
Paris, Bonnet said all governments 
could accept President Roosevelt's 
proposal “without losing a single 
bit of their authority or prestige.” 
French-American “co-operation 
for peace and human welfare” finds 
in Roosevelt's message “a new base 
and a new expression,” he said. 
He described the present period 
in Europe as one of “tension of 
which everyone senses the gravity.” 
“Millions of men are mobilized 
and warships are cruising the 
seas,” Bonnet said. “The people’s 
anxiety is growing throughout the 
world.” 


Real Service to AIL. 


“Your President,” he added, “has! 
rendered a real service to all in 
applying to this perilous situation 
the clarity of his intelligence.” 

He praised Roosevelt for “not try- 
ing to solve at once all the complex 
international differences at the bot- 
tom of the crisis.” 

With a policy of non-violence as 
the starting point, he said, all na- 
tions with goodwill would be ral- 
lied together and a certain amount 
of security could be obtained on 
which to base broader solutions. 

Stating that, the President's mes- 
sage had the full support of the 
French people and Government, he 
asserted that France, although 
strong and unafraid, realized that 
violence “only further complicates 
problems.” 

Finance Minister Paul Reynaud 
announced he would make an im- 
portant radio’speech to the nation 
at 8 p; m, (1 p. m., St. Louis time) 
tomorrow. His associates said the 
address would explain a new series 
of decrees designed to increase pro- 
duction and raise state income to 
meet mounting costs of arma- 
ments. A series of about 20 fi- 
nancial and economic decrees was 
reported ready for publication. 

Returning Spanish Property. 

Foreign Minister Bonnet  dis- 
closed that the French Government 
had started returning interned 
property of the former Republican 
Government of Spain in an effort 
to better relations with Nationalist 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 
Representatives of the Burgos Gov- 
ernment, he said, had been taking 
possession of the property since 
Tuesday. 

The first property surrendered 
was fishing boats and merchant 
vessels held in French ports. Most 
of these had taken refuge in France 
to escape capture by Franco’s| 
forces. 

Meanwhile, French leaders urged 
the Government to take steps to 
suppress what they considered anti- 
British activities of Joseph Rosse, 
a member of the French Chamber 
of Deputies who sometimes is called 
the “Little Fuehrer” of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. 

Members of the Chamber’s For- 
eign Affairs Committee it was 
learned, raised the question 
whether French-British commit- 
ments with Poland covered the pos- 
sibility of fighting in defense of 
the Free City of Danzig. 

Bonnet, as did British Prime Min-

The main body of the United States : 
fleet left Virginia waters today for 
the Pacific.

Japan Considers Transfer of War- 
ships Routine Move. 

TOKYO, April 20 (AP).—Japan 
took a calm view today of the 
transfer of the United States fleet 
back to the Pacific. 

The order to the fleet, which fol- 
lowed President Roosevelt's appeal 
to Germany and Italy for a 10- 
year peace agreement last Satur- 
day, is regarded as “merely a re- 
turn to its own bases and nothing 
more,” a naval spokesman said.

ESTIMATE BOARD 
APPROVES BUDGET 
GUT OF $700,000 


It Votes to Ask Depart- 
ments Not Under City 
Control to Accept 6 Per 
Cent Reduction Also. 


Reduction of about $700,000, or 6 
per cent, in the prospective appro- 
priations for the new fiscal year 
for city departments under Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann’s jurisdiction, 
in order to keep the budget for 
the year within the estimated re- 
ceipts, was approved today by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 
In addition, the board decided to 
ask all departments not under mu- 
nicipal control, but supported by 
the city budget—including the 
police and the Circuit Court—to 
agree to a 6 per cent cut, with the 
expectation of saving about $400,000 
more. A letter to these departments 
will be prepared by City Counselor 
Edgar H. Wayman and Deputy 
Comptroller Charles L. Cunning- 
ham. 

Below Tentative Budget. 
The reduction for the strictly 


municipal departments would ap- 
proximately offset the difference of 
$694,500 between the estimate of 
$19,350,000 in receipts for the new 
year and a tentative budget of $20,- 
045,000 heretofore set up by Budget 
Director Arthur C, Meyers. Any 
ecrease accepted by the other de- 
partments would be applied to re- 
duction of the record high deficit, 
which was about $3,000,000 when 
the fiscal year opened April 11. 

Heads of municipal departments, 
who met with the Mayor yester- 
day and the Board of Estimate to- 
day, promised to operate within the 
reduced appropriations, the Mayor 
announced. He said that, if addi- 
tional economies could be effected, 
they would be applied to further 
cutting of the deficit. The Board 
of Estimate, consisting of Mayor 
Dickmann, Comptroller Louis Nolte 
and Aldermanic President William 
L. Mason, told the department 
heads they could allocate the reduc- 
tion among the various functions 
of the respective departments to 
suit themselves.

The biggest deficit prior to Mayor 
Dickmann’s administration was $1,- 
379,529, at the end of Mayor Victor 
J. Miller’s administration, but this 
included a $1,199,105 advance for 
public relief, repaid a few months 
later from relief bonds. 

The deficit was cut to $149,198 at 
the end of Mayor Dickmann’s first 
year in office but grew to $2,118,- 
550 at the end of 1936-37. At the 
end of 1937-38 it was $2,298,461, 
which was reduced to $1,981,835 a 
few days later through a bookkeep- 
ing process. In the last year the 
deficit increased about 50 per cent 
because of the excess of expendi- 
tures over income. Relief demands 
have been one cause of the con-

Much commented on was the fact 
that Papal Nuncio Cesare Orsenigo 
headed the diplomatic corps in 
the grandstand directly opposite 
Hitler. The Vatican's representa- 
tive was seen to use his binoculars 
interestedly. 

Shortly before the parade started, 
Hitler became an honorary citizen 
of the Free City of Danzig, re- 
ceiving the citizenship papers from 
the hands of Albert Foerster, Nazi

An hour and a half before the 
parade began the broad sidewalk on 
each side of the route was lined 
five rows deep. Early arrivals 
brought folding chairs. 

Start of Parade. 

At the head of the long parade, 
which began moving along the 
three-mile route at 11:25 a. m., 
were the battle-scarred flags of 
Germany's World War armies. Next 
came a large band. 

The soldiers, who had been gath- 
ering since 4 a. m., appeared to be 
in good spirits. 

The commander of the- Third 
Army Corps, Gen. Haffe, led the 
first units—the “greater Germany” 
infantry regiment, recruited from 
throughout the Reich. Trained for 
weeks, the infantrymen put on an 


———— 


jimpressive show with their parade 
step. 

In the order of the parade the 
“greater Germany” regiment was 
followed by a flag battalion, a de- 
tachment from the non-commis- 
sioned officers’ training school, a 
marine regiment, an air force regi- 
ment, parachute jumpers, an air 
force communications detachment, 
two infantry regiments, cavalry and 
artillery, motorized troops, tanks, 
artillery and a railway engineering 
corps. 

The marchers passed in review in 
24-man fronts, their precision arous- 
ing ecstasies of applause from the 
grandstand and the hundreds of 
thousands of other spectators. 

Battalion of Italian Fiyers. 

After a regiment each from the 
army, navy and air force had 
passed, a new formation hitherto 
not in evidence at parades passed 
the reviewing stand—a battalion of 
Italian flyers in green suits. The 
German multitude cheered wildly 
at this unusual sight. 

The anti-aircraft divisions with 
full motorized equipment gave an 
impressive sample of air prepared- 
ness with their sound detectors, 
searchlights, electric generators, 
wiring equipment and anti-aircraft 
guns. 

As the parade progressed, heavy 
trucks roared by with large-caliber 
howitzers, followed by an impos- 
ing array of pontoons and motor- 
boats on trucks. 

The third hour opened with the 
passage of the 27th Infanty Divi- 
sion, followed by cavalry units. 

A new piece of equipment was 
a horse drawn mine thrower. It 
was said the rider could operate 
the device and manage his horse at 
the same time. 

Occasionally during intervals be- 


Zitween divisions, spectators would 


shout in chorus: 

“Wir gratulieren!” (“We congrat- 
ulate!”) 

Serenade for Fuehrer. 

Before leaving the Chancellery to 
take his place in the reviewing 
stand, Hitler spent busy hours re- 
ceiving congratulations. The band 
of Hitler’s Schutzstaffel (blackshirt 
bodyguard) opened the festivities 
for him with a serenade. 

The Fuehrer’s reviewing stand 
was decorated in white and gold. 
Hitler’s standard suspended from 
flag poles to the right and in front, 
introduced a note not hitherto 
seen in Nazi decorations. 

In the middle of the stand stood 
a costly imperial gilded chair with 
armrests and red silk upholstery. 

Behind and toward the right and 
left were about a dozen straight 
chairs without armrests, also 
gilded and with red upholstery. 

The most brilliant section of the 
grandstand was that for foreign 
military attaches and other guests 
from abroad. Their section was 
separated from the Fuehrer’s only 
by a space for active German Gen- 
erals and Admirals. 

The foreign attaches wore the 
many-colored uniforms of their 
countries, their tunics studded with 
decorations. 

With them sat their wives in 
smart spring costumes and furs. 

Notables Around Hitler. 

Hitler sat for a few moments on 
the gilded armchair in the center 
of the reviewing stand before his 
legions started goose-stepping past. 

At the Fuehrer’s right were Dr. 
'Joseph Tiso, Premier of Slovakia.

Hitler’s New Title. 

Hitler’s fiftieth year brought to 
him his second popular title. Since 
he came to power as Chancellor in 
1933 he has been Fuehrer (leader) 
or Reichsfuehrer (realm leader), 
but it was the territorial expansion 
of the last year that caused him to 
be hailed, “Mehrer des Reichs”— 
augmenter of the Reich — title of 
German Emperors in the Middle 


A few German newspapers began 
to apply the title at the March 13, 
1938, annexation of Austria, but it 
became general after the absorp- 
tion of the Czecho-Slovak Sudeten- 
land last October and more recent 
declaration of a protectorate over 
Bohemia and Moravia, assumption 
of the role of protector over Slova- 
kia and the reunion of Memelland 
with Germany. 

New Highway Opened. 

The bifthday celebration really 
started yesterday with the arrival 
of visitors from foreign countries. 

Last evening Hitler opened a sec- 
tion of the new east-west super- 
highway through Berlin in a spec- 
tacular ceremony watched by 
thousands. A torchlight parade 
and other festivities before the 
chancellery in Wilhelmplatz packed 
the historical square for hours. 

All Berlin newspapers carried 
special sections devoted to Hitler 
and virtually omitted political com- 
ment which usually predominates 
in the press. 

While Hitler, standing erect in 
an open car, led a procession of 48 
automobiles over the new highway 
to the heils of thousands, Goering 
was host to prominent German and 
visiting flyers. 

Hitler greeted guests, including 
high party leaders and military 
figures. Hacha, last President of 
Czecho-Slovakia, arrived last night. 
Two Britons, Major-General John 
Frederick Fuller, retired, author of 
several works on military affairs, 
and Lord Brocket, an attorney, 
were here as guests of the Fuehrer. 
They said they were not an official 
delegation. 

Some of Hitler’s Gifts. 

Piles of gifts accumulated at the 
chancellery. Among the presents 
already announced were a collec- 
tion of the letters of Frederick the 
Great, bought up in various parts 
of the world by the Nazi party, 
some of the original scores of Rich- 
ard Wagner, and Titian’s famous 
painting, “Venus With the Mirror.” 

Red, white and black swastika 
flags draped buildings and streets. 
Banners proclaimed Hitler “the 
guardian of our peace” and bore 
the legend “We thank our Fuehrer 
—fidelity in return for fidelity.” 

Hitler’s picture was in nearly 
every store window. On one build- 
ing a portrait two stories high was 
displayed. Another popular deco- 
ration was a shield bearing the 
figure 50, for the Fuehrer’s 50 years, 
Many promotions and honors were 
announced and the needy and sick 
were remembered with small cash 
gifts. Injured war veterans re- 
ceived increases in their bonuses. 

A luxuriously bound edition of 
“Mein Kampf” was published in 
honor of the anniversary. More 
than 5,000,000 copies in many edi- 
tions have now been published of 
the book which Hitler wrote while 


he was in Landsberg prison in 1924' 


and which lays down the Nazi pro- 
gram and philosophy.

REORGANIZATION 
FIGHT BREWING ON 
HOPKINS POWERS 


Jesse Jones Isn’t Going to 


Allow RFC to Be Handed 
Over to Commerce Sec- 
retary Without Contest.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has discussed with 
administration leaders on Capitol 
Hill the outline of far-reaching 
changes to be carried out under the 


powers granted to him in the reor- 
ganization bill, the Post-Dispatch 
has learned. 

One chief result if these plans 
are followed through would . be 
greatly to enhance the power and 
prestige of Secretary of Commerce 
Harry L. Hopkins. 

Here are the principal reorganiza- 
tion proposals that the President 
has discussed wit his advisers: 

Concentration of all lending 
powers in the Department of 
Commerce. 

Concentration of all public 
works in the Department of the 
Interior. 

Concentration of all relief func- 
tions under a single agency, pre- 
sumably the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration.

the Foreign Policy Association, told 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee today that in his opinion 
President Roosevelt's international 
moves during the last few months 


had served to avert a general war 
in Europe. 

Testifying in the committee’s 
hearings on neutrality legislation, 
Buell asserted that the ultimate 
success of the President’s endeav- 
ors depended largely on the willing- 
ness of Congress to amend the 
present Neutrality Act. 


Arguing that the embargo on 
the shipment of arms and ammuni- 
tion in the present act might aid in 
bringing about the defeat of En- 
gland and France by the totalitar- 
ian states, Buell expressed the opin- 
ion that such a defeat would lead to 
an attack on the Western Hemis- 
phere. 


Indorses Pittman Plan. 


He said an equally displeasing al- 
ternative is that, confronted by an 
America which follows a neutrality 
policy which aids the axis Powers, 
the European democracies may 
come to terms with these Powers, 
ceding to them their possessions in 
the Western Hemisphere in return 
for being allowed to keep the rest. 

Buell indorsed the proposal of 
Chairman Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
which would place the sale of arms 
and ammunition to belligerents on 
a “cash and carry” basis, but urged 
that specific allowances be made 
for China in its undeclared war 
with Japan. 

He said he did not believe the 
United States should go to war in 
Europe to turn the tide against the 
totalitarian states. 

“But it is the height of folly,” 
he added, “for the United States 
to apply a so-called neutrality policy

NO TIME FOR PROCRASTINATION. 

Assuming that Congress is determined to prescribe 
a formula for neutrality, rather than grant the Pres- 
ident discretion in applying economic pressure against 
belligerents, the bill sponsored by Senator Pittman 
has two distinct advantages over the other measures 
proposed.

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MYSTERY OF THE LINER PARIS. 

For the fourth time since 1932, a French luxury 
liner has been destroyed by fire under mysterious 
circumstances and with loss of life. The 34,000-ton 
Paris, valued at $16,000,000 and once the pride of the 
French merchant marine, burned Tuesday night de- 
spite precautions taken after the French secret serv- 
ice had warned the owners of the ship and the Minis- 
try of Merchant Marine. In this case, as in the three 
others, there are the circumstances and elements out 
of which any novelist could write a first-class thriller 
of the sea. 

Back in 1932, the Georges Philippar, specially built 
for the French Far Eastern service, caught fire 
on her maiden voyage a few miles off Aden in the 
Arabian Sea. When the alarm bells rang, the mid- 
night dancers and merrymakers regarded them as 
part of a joke, but within a few minutes it was ap- 
parent the ship was lost.~ Quite mysteriously, the 
fire put the radio out of commission before an SOS 
could be sent. It was only because passing ships saw 
the flames soon after the fire gained headway that 
all but 41 of the 779 persons aboard were saved. 

The 41,000-ton L’Atlantique, an $18,000,000 liner 
in service only 15 months, caught fire a year later 
in the English Channel at 3:30 a. m. as her crew 
of 210 was taking her’from Bordeaux to Le Havre 
for overhaul. Again there was no chance to send a 
radio alarm. The radio operator’s charred body was 
found later at the key. He might have been mur- 
dered or he might have been asphyxiated as were 16 
others of the crew. Investigators laid the fire to 
arson. Last May 6, France’s largest motorship, the 
25,000-ton Lafayette, valued at $15,000,000, burned at 
dry dock in Le Havre with such rapidity that the 
skeleton crew of 30 barely had time to slide down 
lines to safety. It was thought no lives had been 
lost, but three weeks later the body of an unidenti- 
fied man who had perished in the fire was found 
aboard the hulk. 

Now the Paris has burned in the same harbor and 
French officials say they suspect foreign saboteurs. 
In support of this, a shipment of 10 warplanes made 
in the United States for the French army, was aboard 
the vessel. They were salvaged, as were jewels worth 
$2,000,000, just before the ship capsized. Further- 
more, the fire started in at least two widely sepa- 
rated places—one being behind locked doors—and 
maybe several other places. It also must be empha- 
sized that this fire occurred despite precautions 
taken after warnings by the highly efficient Le Surete 
National and during a time of international tension 
when there is danger of such acts of sabotage. There 
is a need for an investigation that will really get 
to the bottom of these French maritime disasters.

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UNFAIR DEMANDS ON THE HOLC. 

Pressure is being brought on Congress further to 
liberalize the already generous terms of the mort- 
gages held by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. 
In certain sections of the country, chiefly the North- 
east, persons with homes mortgaged to HOLC have 
organized to demand concessions which could be met 
only by subsidies collected from the taxpayer. 

They are asking that the interest rate on the mort- 
gages be reduced from 5 to 3 per cent; that the period 
for repaying the loans be increased from 15 years to 
30 years; that a two-year moratorium be authorized 
on payments of principal in cases where interest 
charges and taxes are being met; that deficiency 
judgments be abolished, and that owners be given the 
right to redeem homes which have been foreclosed. 

As to interest charged, any reduction in the rate 
is likely to mean an operating deficit which will have 
to be made good from the general fund of the 
Treasury. Regarding the proposal to double the 
period for repayment of the loans, if a home owner 
| cannot pay off the mortgage in 15 years, there is little 
| likelihood that he ever can. When the longest term 
the FHA is granting on new homes is 25 years, it is 
clear that a longer period for older homes is not 
sound practice. 

As for the remaining three proposals, the HOLC, 
far from playing the role of the harsh and villainous 
mortgage holder, is showing the utmost leniency. It 
is doing everything within reason to permit the 
mortgagor to hold his property as l@hg as there is 
any likelihood that he may be able to carry it. 

There is no danger of the home owners being 
oppressed. The danger is rather that political pres- 
sure may be used to make the Government, in the 
role of mortgagee, an easy mark, 
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More than 250 school teachers are on strike in 
Pennsylvania, and the war is spreading.

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A PROGRAM FOR ADULT EDUCATION. 

Shorter working hours and other factors have 
brought an increase in leisure time to the citizens of 
every community. How to make the best use of that 
leisure time has posed a new problem. Education 
advances one solution, and Washington University is 
acting to meet the need with a greatly enlarged pro- 
gram of adult study, to be launched next fall in the 
old Mary Institute building. A broad curriculum is 
planned, including such subjects as vocational guid- 
ance, art, dramatics, sociology, science, problems of 
family living.

The Mirror,

HE world today thinks first of bombers, 
T tre all-air people have thundered about 

the power of airplanes to destroy cities. 
Those of more conservative opinion point to 
Madrid, Barcelona and VaJencia, still stand- 
ing, still inhabited after months of bombings. 
But, it must be remembered, none of the 
air raids was a mass attack. 

The most terrific Spanish air attack, that 
on Barcelona, March 16-18, 1938, was car- 
ried out in 13 separate raids, each by five 
to nine planes. Some 300 bombs—40 tons— 
were dropped. The toll was 800 dead and 
1700 wounded, a wide area of buildings de- 
stroyed, a panic-stricken city. 

It would be quite possible for the Reich, 
with 3500 bombers, to launch an unremitting 
attack—say 50 planes per hour—which in 24 
hours could drop 600 tons of high explosive 
on the target—say London. To do that with 
guns, you’d need 6000 pieces of six-inch ar- 
tillery, served by 42,500 men, It is quite 
enough to paralyze a city! 

Reprisal might well destroy half of the 
attacking planes. But suppose the attack- 
er is so strong that he can afford those 
losses until all the defenders’ aircraft are 
gone, while he still has an air fleet? 

Improvements in bomb-sights, as in radio 
systems of guiding pilot, have added to the 
difficulties of defense and the fears of the 
civilian. Anti-aircraft fire, while efficient 
and essential, does not present a definite 
barrier. Balloon net barriers over Lon- 
don, were mainly for morale building. They 
have not appeared in actual ‘warfare. 

. * . 


What other remedy? 

Airplanes. The Japanese have effectively 
used counter-air raids to destroy Chinese 
dromes and ships on the ground. They 
have practically wiped out the Chinese com- 
bat ships. The Spanish loyalists did not 
do what air experts in the United States 
felt would check nationalist bombings— 
make mass attacks on the great air base of 
Majorca. They squandered their air force 
when they took the air against attacking 
planes instead of seeking out enemy nests. 

Time is vitally important in air defense. 
Too late to take the air when the wings of 
doom are overhead. It takes seven minutes 
for the fastest pursuit ship now in service 
to climb high enough to close with an en- 
emy bomber. Modern bombers sweep on 
at 250 miles an hour. If defending planes 
are warned when the enemy is 29 miles 
away, they will be still a shade too late. So 
a widespread signal net must be established. 

Defense against aircraft is accomplished 
by aircraft, offensively used, plus anti-air- 
craft from the ground, with an effective 
warning network. This means that to re- 
sist effectively the lightning stroke of un- 
declared war, a nation must be prepared. 

So much for the air arm as it relates to 
civilian population. On the battlefield some 
very pertinent developments have taken 
place. In Spain, it has been proved that the 
air arm definitely restricts troop movements 
on the roads to the hours of darkness. At 
Brihuega, the Italians were caught on the 
road, bombed, machine-gunned, thrown into 
confusion and routed, 

The air arm also does today what the cav- 
alry used to do with swift, long-range raids. 


In China, Japanese long-distance bombers 
have rained destruction on railroads and 
junction points of communication.

We have seen a new and highly effec- 
tive tactical use of the air arm: aerial 
blockade. Loyalist Spain was slowly but 
surely starved by destruction of vessels 
and harassing of ports from the air. An- 
other key to Munich. Britain, remembering 
her touch-and-go escape from submarine 
blockade in the World War, well visualizes 
the potentialities of an aerial blockade. 

In final analysis, nothing indicates any 
“revolution” in the art of war, but the air 
arm has brought war home to all. Its really 
lasting effect is its ability to dislocate pro- 
duction, Given an attacker overwhelmingly 
strong in the air, he might by a lightning 
stroke so cripple a nation that its armies 
in the field would have no supply. This, of 
course, would be fatal. All very well it is 
to feel that one will “muddle through,” but 
how can one muddle through without arms 
and ammunition?

It follows we must be able to combat air 
power with’ our own air power.

THe army must garrison land bases for 
the navy and for its own air force. A base is 
not a parking lot, but an elaborate, articulat- 
ed installation, offering an excellent tar- 
get to hostile bombers. 
secured by its warning intelligence net, cov- 
ering hundreds of miles, and by mobile in- 
fantry, field artillery, cavalry and other 
ground arms which can repel either minor 
raids or major attacks. As constituted to- 
day the army just hasn’t the men, the guns, 
the planes to do the job. 

To sum up, a real national defense con- 
sists in keeping the hostile blow from the 
homeland. Only the fool or the traitor wants 
to involve this nation in other people’s wars;

For 
common salt, or sodium chloride, is 
a universal grocery, invaluable for 
its many uses in the seasoning and 
preparation of food. 

Anyone who has ever eaten an 
unsalted meal—a picnic dinner, for 
instance, where the hostess forgot 
the salt—knows how flat even high- 
ly flavored foods can taste without 
it. And he probably understands 
something of the desperation that 
led people in earlier days to pay 
enormous taxes—blaze perilous 
trade routes—even to go to war for 
salt. 

Today salt is inexpensive because 
there is access to an almost inex~- 
haustible world supply of it. The 
greatest share of the salt obtained 
in the United States is evaporated 
from brine wells. Michigan leads 
this country’s six big salt-produc- 
ing states. The others are Louisi- 
ana, Kansas, Ohio, California and 
West Virginia, 

In recipe books, the phrase, “a 
pinch of salt,” probably occurs more 
frequently than any other. And 
many times when salt is not listed 
among the ingredients the good 
cook adds a little anyway. For salt 
improves the flavor not only of 
practically all vegetables, cereals, 
meats, nuts, and eggs—but of some 
fruits, candies, and beverages as 
well. 

Standard directions for cooking 
vegetables in water call for it to be 
lightly salted from the beginning. 
That gives the salt time to dissolve 
and diffuse throughout the vege- 
table by the time it is done. 


ing. Salt tends to draw out the 
juices of the meat. In steaks and 
chops with much surface exposed 
this may amount to a considerable 
loss in meat flavor. 

A meat roast can lose very little 
juice this way because there’s a 
comparatively small proportion of 
exposed surface. So, because it’s 
more convenient, it’s a good idea to 
salt a roast before it goes into the 


oven. 
Brings Out Flavor. 


Foods such as cornstarch pud- 
dings, cooked cereals, breads need 
a bit of salt to bring out the bland 
flavor of the starch. In a tested 
recipe for a yeast bread, this is 
enough to accent the wheaty taste 
of the flour—but not enough to 
give a salty taste or to slow the 
growth of the yeast. 

In a recipe for yeast bread this 
amounts to about one-half tea- 
spoon to a cup of flour. For bis- 
cuits, about one-third teaspoon to 
a cup of flour is usually enough. 
Muffins and griddle cakes need 
slightly less than biscuits. The 
standard amount of salé to use in 
cooked cereals such as rice, oat- 
meal, cornmeal is about one tea- 
spoon to a quart of water. 

Skillful cooks never neglect to 
add a dash of salt to cooked fruits 
and fruit drinks. And many find 
that cocoa, milkshakes, and some 
other beverages are also improved 
by a few grains of salt. 

Because salt seems to make 
“sweet things sweeter” it should 
always be included in candies, 
cakes, ice creams and sweet des- 
serts. Sometimes the cake shorten- 
ing contains salt. If it doesn’t, 
from one-fourth to one-half tea- 
spoonful is enough for the ordi- 


fermentation. 

To mixture add seven and 
three-fourths ounces (two cups) 

flour, two cups lukewarm water, 
two tablespoons sugar and three 
tablespoons melted fat. Beat this 
sponge thoroughly, put the jar into 
the warm water bath (115 degrees), 
and let rise until the sponge is very 
light and full of bubbles. To this 
sponge add two pounds, one ounce, 
(about eight and one-half cups) 
sifted all-purpose flour, which will 
give a stiff dough. Knead for 10 
to 15 minutes, cut, mold into loaves, 
place in greased pans, and allow to 
rise until two and one-half times 
the original bulk. Bake for about 
35 minutes in a moderately hot oven 
—about 385 degrees—for the first 
10 minutes; 350 degrees to finish.

Salt for Freezing. 
Recommended proportion for 
freezing is one part salt to eight 
parts ice for most mixtures. With 
this amount, ice cream freezes at a 
moderate rate without wasting salt 
or ice. Mousses, which are frozen 
without stirring, need more salt, if 
they are frozen by packing in a 
salt and ice mixture rather than a 
refrigerator.

In the centuries that salt has 
been established in its niche on the 
cupboard self, homemakers have 
found numerous other uses for it.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 20 
(AP).—The House Private Corpora- 
tions Committee yesterday killed a 
bill which would have placed all 
engineers and architects under 
State supervision. 

Several hundred engineers ap- 
peared at a public hearing here 
several weeks ago to urge adoption 
of the measure. It would have re- 
quired State licensing of the two 
professions. 

The committee reported favorably 
a bill to regulate the production 
of oil and gas. A similar bill was 
killed by the Revision Commit- 
tee. 

A measure of Representative C. 
E. Still (Rep.), Kirksville, to raise 
the pay of the commissioner of the 
permanent seat of government and 
his assistant, was beaten when it 
obtained only 58 votes, 18 less than 
a majority. 


Also defeated was a bill of Rep- 
resentative Arthur R. Kincaid 
(Dem.), Clay County, which would 
permit non-profit co-operatives to 
enter into price-fixing contracts. 

The measures passed and sent to 
the Senate included: 


By Representative M. E. Fish 
(Rep.), Putnam County, requiring 
applicants for marriage licenses to 
give their exact age instead of 
“over 21.” 

By Representative H. G. Crain 
(Rep.), St. Louis County, estab- 
lishing four-year terms instead of 
two years for Mayors and Council- 
men in third class cities with the 
commission form of government.

One-eighth teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 

Beat the whites and salt until 
stiff. Add sugar and beat until 
creamy. Blend in the rest of the 
ingredients and carefully spread 
over the top of the pie. Bake 15 
minutes in a slow oven.
